Sain with refpe& to the confil- 
huttonality and the expediency ot the 
repeal of the new Judiciary law, I 
beg leave to offer an obfervation or 
two on that fubject to your readers.

Faflion—yet the defigning of that 
party, who ’ knowit to be froth, 
would perfuade the weak and cre- 
dulous that itis fubftance. Yet al- 
though, of many labored pages of 
fewrsility, that one half of them 
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are not read, nor the other half be- 
lieved, {till more of this trafh paffes 
down, than is good for our peace. 
—Such is the nature of man, that 
avery improbable lie, requires a 
{trong and well fupported refuta— 
tion. Yet Republicans, confiding 
in the natural good fenfe of the 
people, and in the immenfe major- 
ity, throughout the Union, in fa- 
vor of the wife meafures of the 
government, would fuffer all thefe 
bitter overflowings of gall, all thefe 
follies and falfhoods, to pafs unno- 
ticed, were there not difcernable,in 
the back ground, a {cheme, matur- 
ing for executing, which ought to 
excite general alarm, and which 
calls for general efforts to cruth and 
deftroy—and it is not too much te 
fay, that the Salvation of New- 
England depends upon their exer- 
tions, 

It was conceded, im 1799, that 
there were in the country, Federal- 
ifts,whofe Federalifm extended be- 
yond Conftitutional limits. The 
eftablifhment of a femi weekly pa- 
per at Bofton, of a fize the largeft 
of any on the continent, tobe cif- 
tributed, without pay, throngh all 
the States eaft of the Hudfon, was 
evidence in itfelf, that the ; oject= 
ers and fupporters of a prefs to be 
conduGed in a manner fo confra- 
ry toall precedent, and creating & 
accumulating an expenfe incalcu- 
Jable to its promoters, had fome 
very uncommon obje& in view.— 
Some wife men, at the time, fup- 

ofed ita plan of a combination 
of Federalifis, of the defcription juft 
mentioned, who, difappointed in 
the late national ele@ion in the ex- 
peAation of ever bringing the 
whole Union into their views, {till 
conceived, that if they could ereate 
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a divifion between the Northern 
and Southern States,tbat they ceuld 
carry their purpofes, with that por- 
tion whom they could infatuate, 
and feduce into a feperation. But 
this fuppefition at firft did not gain 
extenfive credit, from the idea that 
fuch a fcheme could emanate only 
from the freakifh brains of fome 
weakheaded Defperadoes ;—that 
men, whofe’ abilities, as political 
fectarifts ; were fufficient to make 
them dangerous, would be too con- 
{ciows of the impraéticability of 
accomplifhing the objet, to at- 
tempt it. 

Yet, incredible as it then appear- 
ed, it is now generally believed that 
men, Capable of arranging a great 
fyftem, and ef perfevering, in it, 
men of hopes, as bold as the defign, 
have engaged ic this Daring Con- 
{piracy :—And the belief, while it 
has added one more to the grades 
of human villainy, has weakened 
the dotrine of general falvation— 
it has unhinged even the charita- 
ble faith of the Univerfalift !—But 
the matter of the paper proves ev- 
en more,than the plan upon which 
it was inftituted, or manner in 
which it is cisculated. Whoever: 
will take the trouble to examine its 
files, will obferve that the main 
drift and tenor of its beft written 
publications, are to excite the pre-

There is 
an unremitting attention paid to 
this point, which fhews that the 
Editors have bad their inftru€ions, 
that this is the great objeét, to 
which their moft ferioug labours are 
to be devoted. But, amid long 
columns in favor of Monarchical 
and Hierarchical, and againft Re- 
publican Governments, to give the 
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aper ah appearance of candour, 
ey comeeinels ‘of reafoning, there 
are fometimes folemn arguments 
brought forward,with mach whin- 
ing hypoctify, to conteft principles 
that nobody advocates, and to 
maintain propofitions that nobody 
difputes. Repuo. Led.

roic in the fpeech ; it was only the 
bafe of the climax, and he cap’d 
it moft charmingly, by predicting 
blood ard flaughter as the confe~ 
quence of the meafate. O lud! 
what will become of us? we had 
betrer begin at once to make our 
wills, and fay our prayers ; ‘for 
when the fatal blow is once given, 
we thall, perhaps, have no time 
allowed’ us to write even ‘ in the 
name of God, amen,’ or ‘to ejacu— 
late ¢ lord have mercy upen,us’’ 
Indeed | was very much frighten- 
ed when he told us,that many cool 
and deliberate men were difpofed 
to refift the meafure, and warned 
us te have care of our wives and 
our children, our fifters; and our 
brothers, our neighbours and eyr 
friends, if we had. no regard for 
ourfelves. My imagihation con- 
jored up a Robefpierre ufurping 
the government of our country,and 
fhaving off heads with as much fa- 


cility and fang froid as barbers 


tained the elemeats.of .air.and of thave beards ; and fo completely 


fire; and if denunciation & threat 
could be confidered as found logic, 
and conttitutional demonftration, 
Mr. Bayard was irrefiflible, He 
fulminated his anathemss againtt 
the prefident, with truly papal 
zeal and warmth, and if the prefi- 
dept’s houfe had net been deubly 
armed with conductors, his light- 
ning muft have blafted him!!! 
He told us that he confidered the

The vote he 
g2ve was.a confcientious one, the 
refult of principle and not from the 
dete& of it—he believed the re- 
peal could pot be conflitutionally 
wnade, and, believing this, he mult 
have beer bafe indeed to have vo- 
ted otherwife than he did. To 
dim this was not a new gueftion, 
for one of a fimjlar king occurred 
in'bis own flate, and there he gaye 
the fame opipians, and advanced 
the fame doctrines—under the in- 
fuence then. of confftency and con- 
viction, muft net every liberal and 
honefi mind acquit him for the part 
he took? With me there is no 
doubre, that be will be with us on 
ali prominent qucftions ; and that 
he is afound and ftaunch republi-

Before the American revolution, 
and down to the year 1790, Great 
Britain did net export fo large a 


value to allthe world. It is aifo. 


probable, that the exports of Great 
Britain in the year ending with 
Sept. 180f, were little,if any more, 
than our experts of 93,000,000, 
dols. which are nearlyZ 21 ,9@0,000 
fterling. The Britth seturns of 
exports always include their fhip- 
ments totheir own dominions, viz. 
Ireland; Guernfey, Jerfey, Sark & 
Mian, their Welt Indies and Eatt- 
Indies, Honduras, Canada; Neva- 
Scetia, New- Foundland, Hudfon’s 
Bay, Bermuda, &c. Deduéting 
thefe, litle more would remain 
than our fum.of 93,026,513 Dol- 
Jars. —
